Canada And Its Coal 


The sotind national and economic policy for any country is tnques- 
thenably to be found in a decision and determination by its people to buy 
the products of their own country which are available in preference to simi- 
lar products of any other country. They should adopt such a policy not 
because of any prohibitive embargo that may be placed by Governments 
tipon importations from other lands—which may lead to mopopolistic tend- 
encies and unduly high prices at home—but because it is good national busi- 
to keep a country’s money at home, working in and for the country, and 
assisting to develop its resources and industries, 

There are always some articles of produce and manufacture which a 
country cannot itself provide, These, of course, must be imported from 
other countries which do produce these things. In turn, that country has 
to buy something it cannot provide at home. Thus is international trade 
created, And, as is well known, international trade is paid by exchange of 
commodities rather Gold comes into play in international 
trade when one country imports much more largely from another than it 
sells to such country This balance of trade as between two countries also 
operates to fix the rate of exchange between them. When, therefore, one 
country buys from another country largely in excess of its sales to such 
country, it not only has to ship gold to make up the shortage in sales, but 
it frequently happens it has to pay a premium in exchange rates. 

The fact will, or at least should, be appreciated that it is good national 
bisiness—and what is good in this case for the nation as a whole is good 
for each individual ountry to confine its import trade as largely as 
possible to those things it cannot itself provide, and not to import what it 
can just as well produce itself 

Let us apply this theory, or principle, which is undoubtedly sound, to 
Canada and to one particular article of which Canada can easily supply her 
own needs We refer to coal. Canada is rich in coal, richer than most 
countries The large deposits in Nova Scotia, on our Atlantic sea- 
board, and in British Columbia, on our Pacific coast. The Prairie Prov- 
inces of Alberta and Saskatchewan are also richly endowed in this respect, 
particularly Alberta A to a recent statement by the Mines

Notwithstanding this great wealth at our very doors, Canadians con- 
tinue to import tens of millions of dollars’ worth of coal every year from 
the United States, despite tlie fact of an overwhelming adverse balance of 


trade against us as between

And all the time the Alberta mines were hungering for the coal orders 
that Manitoba people were placing the United States. The working 
capacity, with present equipment, of Alberta mines is 12,000,000 tons per 
year, yet because of lack of orders only 7,000,000 tons were mined last year. 
it would have been good business for Manitoba to have purchased all its 
coal in Alberta and, by distributing the $20,000,000 it paid to the United 
States, provided steady employment for Canadian miners, thus helping to 
settle prevailing unrest, and at the same time creating a larger purchasing 
market for the manufacturers, wholesalers and jobbers of Manitoba, 

According to a statement made before the Parliamentary Fuel Com- 
mittee-at Ottawa on April 13th by S. J. Cook, chief of the mining division 
of the Railway Commission, coal production in Nova Scotia, and mines 
working only to half their capacity in Alberta, Canadians in 1920 imported 
15,902,632 tans of bituminous coal irom the United States, or nearly three 
million tons more than in the preceding year. 

This is bad business for Canada all round. Quantity production means 
cheaper production, and by keeping Canada's coal mines working to capa- 
city the production cost per ton will be lowered, because steady employment 
for miners, without costly layoffs, means a lower wage charge per ton ac- 
tually produced. Buying Canadian coal means keeping Canada’s money in 
Canada, to be used in Canada's business, employing and paying Canada's 
own workers, developing Canada’s resources, and adding to the turnover 
and prosperity of every line of Canada’s commercial activity, 

A customs tariff will not bring about the desired result, but, acting in their 
individual and collective capacity, the business men and cititzens of Canada 
can do if they will. They will be terribly shortsighted if they fail to take 
advantage of the opportunity which lies open to them.

New Use For 
Saskatchewan Clay 


Manufacture of Fire Lighter from this 
Material May be Commenced. 


The manufacture of a fire lighter 
from clay deposits, found on his land, 
is being undertaken by a Waldeck 
farmer, ‘This deposit is the only 
known one of its kind on the Ameri- 
can continent, although considerable 
quantities of this clay are also found 
in Germany. The fire lighter is in 
the form of a brick. It is soaked in 
kerosene for a few minutes, and whea 
it has absorbed a quantity, a match is 
applied. The brick will burn for half 
an hour with a steady flame, and when 
exhausted can be replenished with 
kerosene and used indefinitely, Other 
uses to which this clay can be put 
are: Kalsomine, filler for paper, Dutch 
cleanser, white shoe polish and brick 
or tile of the very best quality.

“Your Teeth”

SCURVY AND THE TEETH.

At the Lester Institttte in London, 
years of experiments in the study of 
scurvy have shown that the slightest 
trace of this disease results in definite 
changes in the structure of the teeth, 

We have long known that the mere 
presence of bactcria does not mean 


infection, To have bacteria become 
active we must have a point of en- 
trance and a lowered resistatice. 

Scurvy lowers the resistance of the 
teeth by causing changes in the tooth 
structure, and so encourages the ac- 
tivity of the bacteria of decay. In 
addition, the lowering of the vitality 
of the membrane surrotinding the 
tooth, causes a loosening of the teeth 
in their sockets, which will result in 
their total loss if the disease is not 
checked, 

Scurvy is a disease that is caused 
by lack of proper nourishment We 
usually think of this disease as one 
that was commonest in the Civil War 
days and that it is not likely to occur 
in our own time. 

But, strange as it may seem, in 
times of peace, and in all parts of the 
world, scurvy is a prevalent disease. 

There is a very common form, 
known as latent scurvy, that is diffi 
cult to recognize except by the con- 
dition of the gums and teeth, This 
is particularly prevalent under 
nourished children, , The causes of 
this disease are: Insufficient food, 
food that may be caten in sufficient 
quantity but that does not provide the 
right elements for nourishment, food 
that may be sufficient in quantity and 
quality but that is not properly masti 
cated and conseqtiently does not com- 
pletely digest. 

In fact, it is not the quantity of 
food that counts; it is the nourish- 
ment derived from it that gives 
strength.

This average includes the three dry 
years, 1917, 1918 and 1919, Water- 
Powers of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and ‘Alberta, published by the Com- 
mission of Conservation, in 1916, 
states that the average Precipitation 
for the same three months for a per- 
iod of 29 years preceding 1914, was 
6.35 inches.

The Splendid Services 


Of the Press to 
Agricultural Development 


Tn an address at the Agricultural 
Conference held recently at Saska- 
toon, W. A. McLeod, Editor of Pub- 
lications for the Saskatchewan Gov- 
ernment, said in part: 

“The press, as usual, has the last 
word. Having the last word I can 
speak dogmatically, The services 
the press has rendered agriculture— 
and I include in this the daily, weekly 
and agricultural press—are so great 
and cover such a wide field that were 
1 now & genuine newspaper man, it 
would be too much like boasting were 
I to enumerate them. I hold the 
same relation. to journalism today 
which many of you here do to farm- 
ing, for I edit a serious, dignified gov- 
ernment publication which does not 
have to depend on the number of its 
subscribers or its advertising patron- 
age, to make a living for the editor. 

“The press, in serving agriculture, 
has rendered a great service to you 
men who are also serving agriculture 
in the same ficld and the highest of, 
all, the field of education. ‘The pro- 
fession best represented at this con- 
ference is that of the technical agri- 
culturist, who was popularly, or rather 
unpopularly known a few years ago 
as a ‘book farmer’ There is still 
some dispute as to whon» the credit 
belongs for ‘book farmers’ being list- 
ened to in these days with the keen- 
est interest by the very men who used 
to speak of ‘book farmers’ with ridi- 
cule or contempt a comparatively few 
years ago. Some of you hold that 
this changed attitude is owing to the 
experimental farms today being more 
numerous, larger, better equipped and 
doing better work than they did a 
generation ago. Others believe that 
it is due to the advances made by our 
agricultural colleges which are taking 
the university to those who cannot 
come to it, and still others give the 
credit for this changed attitude to the 
progress made by our federal and pro- 
vincial departments of agriculture, 

“I grant you that a general advance 
has been made all along the line, but 
maintain that it was the press more 
than any other agency that killed the 
bogey of the ‘book farmer’ and en- 
sures him a respectful hearing today 
whenever he has any message of im- 
portance to give the public, and wide 
publicity for what he has to say if he 
can tell the story in an interesting 
way. And I further claim that the 
success of ‘Better Farming Trains,’ 
agricultural short courses, and the 
increasing knowledge and apprecia- 
tion of the valuable work done at our 
Agricultural Colleges and experimen- 
tal farms is in a large measure due to 
the publicity given them by the press. 

“Rudyard Kipling tells of a tribe in 
the very early history of our race, 
which had just fought a terrible bat- 
tle with a rival tribe and had come off 
victorious chiefly through the prowess 
of one warrior who had performed 
prodigies of valor, but when the tribe 
held a feast to celebrate the victory— 
the bodies of the slain probably furn- 
ishing a substantial portion of the 
banquet—and the hero was called 
upon to make a speech, he broke 
down ignomiously after a few stam- 
mering words. Then uprose another 
man, who had not been in the fight at 
all but had been at the movies or fish- 
ing on the day of the battle, and he 
described the whole affair, the 
triumph of his tribe and the slaughter 
and rout of the enemy, until all the 
members of the tribe were in trans- 
ports, completely carried away by the 
eloquence of this after-dinner speaker, 
and howling their battle cries as the 
acenes of the combat were vividly pre- 
sented to their imagination. But af- 
ter they had cooled down a little the 
elders of the tribe held a conference 
and decided that the orator should be 
slain, and he was promptly knocked 
on the head, They found him guilty 
of possessing ‘the magic of the neces- 
sary word,’ and they held that it 
would be a great menace to the wel- 
fare of the tribe if men with this ex- 
traordinary gift were permitted to 
sway the imaginations and passions of 
men at will. 

“Now it is this ‘inagic of the neces- 
sary words’ which the editor must 
possess if he is to be a successful edi- 
tor, But wé have greatly improved 
on this primitive methods of our an- 
cestors in this field as we have in ag- 
riculture. We have made our editors 
safe by making them editors. There 
is no need for knocking the editor on 
the head for fear he shold use this 
mysterious power to exalt himself, as 
we keep him so busy boosting for his 
town, his province, his party, the 
prospects for the next crop, ‘Better 
Farming’ and ‘Back to the Land’ 
movements, that he has no time nor 
opportunity to boost for himself. 
Once in a while an editor breaks 
loose and becomes a millionaire, a 
lord, or a president of the United

The fate of the 
average editor is far oftener that of 


the poor wise man told about in the 
Bible: 


“*There was a little city and few 


ten within it; and there camea great 


king against it, and beseiged it, and 


built great bulwarks against it? 
“ ‘Now there was found in it a poor 
wise man and he by his wisdom de- 


livered the city; yet no one remem- 


bered the same poor man.’ 
“To visualize the services which 


the press is rendering to agriculture, 


try and imagine this province for one 
whole year without one newspaper; 
daily, weekly or agricultural, There 
is no calamity of drougth, hail, rust, 
frost or grasshoppers which would so 
seriously affect the welfare of the 
farmers of the province, and there- 
fore of every person living in the 
province, as to be for twelve months 
without any authentic news of what 
was happening in the province or the 
outside world. Wild rumors, magni- 
fied a hundred-fold by passing from 
mouth to mouth, would make life in 
our cities and towns most miserable 
and life in the country quite imposs- 
ible. Omit from our daily and week- 
ly papers every reference to agricu!- 
ture, and you could not deal a heavier 
blow at progressive agriculture”

Livestock Losses in 
Europe During War Time 


All Classes of Animals Show De- 
creases Compared With Pre- 
War Totals. 

In the “Agricultural Gazette,” the 
official organ of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, Mr, T. K, 
Doherty, LL.B, has a well presented 
statement on the world-numbers of 
farm livestock which is full of hope- 
ful significance to Canadian farmers. 
Mr. Doherty is commissioner at Ot- 
tawa for the International Institute of 
Agriculture, whose headquarters in 
Rome collects information which is 
the “last word” on farming conditions 
the wide world over. ; 

His figures are brought down to a 
few months ago. He has grouped 
the European countries as one unit 
and the newer countries of the world 
as another, In the latter are includ- 
ed Canada, United States, Argentina, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa 
and Tunis (the North African land 
which is making surprising advances). 

In all classes of animals the Euro- 
pean figures show degreases when 
compared with pre-war totals, In 
cattle and sheep the drop is 12 per 
cent. cach and in swine as much as 
36 per cent. In Great Britain, which 
remains Canada’s best market, there 
is decrease in cattle of 421,600 hea 
in sheep 4,638,000 head (a decrease 
equal to one and one-half times the 
entire number in Canada, and in 
swine of 523,700 head. 

Only one European country shows 
an all-round increase. That is Spain, 
where the growth in swine totalled 
1,219,000 head (or at the rate of 50 
per cent. over pre-war figures), cattle 
354,000 and sheep 785,000. Portugal 
shows a small increase and Germany 
an increase of 1,108,000 in sheep. Den- 
mark, which is our chief competitor 
in the bacon market, had a decrease 
of 1,488,000 in hogs and France 2,953,- 
000, . while Germany’s drop in hogs 
was by the enormous total of 11,- 
389,000. 

It is true that, throughout the 
world, there is a net increase of 4 per 
cent, in cattle, but there is a world- 
wide drop in sheep and swine of 3% 
per cent, and 9% per cent. respec- 
tively. 

Mr. Doherty’s contribution, inter- 
preted for the average farmer, indi- 
cates that there is no sign whatever of 
a lessened demand in the chief con- 
suming countries for the meats which 
Canada is so well fitted to supply.

Rear-Admiral Adair told the 
House of Commons that if we built 
new battleships we should also have 
to provide new bases at great cost at 
Halifax, Bermuda, Jamaica, on the 
west coast of Canada, in New Guinea 
and at Signapore. I say this nation, 
with the income tax at-six shillings in 
the pound, cannot afford this huge 
expenditure, when nobody can tell me 
what we are going to do with these 
battleships when we get them.

Then, too, by the aid of 
the canners we are able to have food 
all year round, The season™of pro- 
duction is short for many things, and 
unfortunately, human beings must be 
fed all year round, 

Try to jot down all the canned 
foods you can th®k of.

Per- 
haps it will surprise you to learn that 
the couple who have but a tiny kit- 
chenette in which to prepare their 
food, may obtain a can of codfish 
cakes, ‘The fish freed from bones is 
flaked and mixed with mashed potato. 

In the twinkling of an eye, from a 
small can one can mould six fish cakes 
and heat them in little fat on the 
frying pan.

The following “article was contri- 
buted by Prof. G. H. Cutler, head of 
the Department of Field Husbandry, 
University of Alberta. 

In anticipation of an increasingly 
wider use of the silo in Alberta a 
series of experiments were inaugur- 
ated in the season of 1918 by the De- 
partment of Field Husbandry of the 
University of Alberta, which were cal- 
culated to throw light on questions 
confronting the man who is desirous 
of making use of the silo. One im- 
portant phase of these investigations 
is the suitability of crops for ensilage 
purposes. This question envolves sev- 
eral considerations as follows: 

(1) Productiveness. 

(2) Palatability 
made into ensilage. 

Crops were grown and ensiled in oil 
barrels and palatability, chemical and 
other tests were made, that the great- 
est amount of reliable information 
might be obtained. 

A large number of crops have been 
included in these experiments, but our 
investigations permit only of discus- 
sion at this time of the following: 

(1) Corn—North Western Dent. 

(2) Sunflower—Mammoth Russian 
(seeds just developing).
